His Facts and Eloquence Carry All 
Before Them— True Men Wanted. 
For the Fifth. 



Prior and Earle Make Telling Speeches 
—Their Arguments Cannot 
Bo Controverted. 

Tho meeting held last night at Esquimau, 
in tho interest of Messrs. Prior and Earle, 
was an immense success. It was attended 
by many of the most influential people of 
tho district, and, in a word, may bo suid to 
have been eminently representative. The 
enthusiasm manifested waa exceptionally 
marked, the speakers, without exception, 
making their points in a very telling man- 
ner, which waa shown to be appreciated by 
the cheers with which the hall fairly rang. 

Mr. VV, R Uullen occupied the chair, 
and in a few remarks referred to the occa- 
sion which had brought those present to- 
gether, calling upon Col, 1'iior to make the 
first speech. 

COL. PbiOH referred to the aspect 
of the present electoral contest 
which unquestionably involved the poli- 
tical future of the country. While the 
Liberals had said they wanted free trade 
will, the United State.*, and with the 
world, there was not the slightest sign that 
the Americana would give free trade. In- 
deed, their public men and their papers bad 
.said that they would not give free trade, 
without Canada giving up the old flag 
(Loud voices — " Wo won't do it !") On the 
other band it was seen that the premier and 
bia friends had shown every activity in 
developing our own industries and opening 
up new markets so that the ting of Canada 
might float on every .sea. lit? was in every 
way loyal to this country and loyal to the 
old Hag (loud and prolonged cheering). 
On tho other hand the leader of the 
Opposition party had no other programme 
than a plan to sell Canada to the Ameri- 
cans. I'hey were, in fact, traitors. Ho de- 
clared that direct taxation was tho inevit- 
able result of the adoption of their policy, 
were the)- successful. Mr. Blake had de- 
clined to again be elected, and bud Written 
a letter which was to be published after the 
elections. No doubt bo lift bia old friends 
beeausa of their policy. Hon. Mr. .Mac- 
kenzie had said that be would not support 
u zoltverein or in any way discriminate 
against the Mother country. Why then 
should the electors think ol allowing tho 
twh w4iota motto was " tf.Vrmdit for the 
Canadians " to be defeated by men who for 
their own party objects were prepared 
to sell this couutry to our neighbors at tin: 
South, Mr. Prior drew attention to the 
fact that during the administration of the 
Liberals everything had gone to rack and 
ruin, while since Sir John Macdonald bad 
returned lo power, tho provinco of British 
Columbia and the entire Dominion had 
forged ahead in a manner which be proved 
by a very interesting mass of statistics. 
Col. Prior showed how lightly Canada was 
taxed, aa compared with other countrios, 
and described the magnificent way in which 
Sir Charles Tupper bad placed the latest 
Canadian Tun upon tho British mat ket. He 
ridiculed tho pretensions of Messrs. Mar- 
chant and Templeman to bo Independent 
candidates, faying that ho and Mr. Earle 
had everything at stake in Victoria, anil 
would, therefore, work for their constitu- 
ents as they would for themselves. Colonel 
Prior eat down amid loud and prolonged 
cheering. 

Mr. Haule, who bad a very hearty recep- 
tion, generally reviewed the political situa- 
tion from the point of view of a i< sident of 
Victoria for over thirty years, and described 
the policy propounded by the parly opposed 
to i he present Government as not their own, 
but as prepared by the people on tho oilier 
side of t lie line, with the de- 
liberate object of bringing about pol- 
itical union or annexation (bear, hear), 
the general declaration of the people on the 
other side was that the tariff under commercial 
union must be made by the Americana to 
suit themselves. In fact the policy pro- 
pounded by Messrs. Mat-chant and 'Temple- 
man involved a losa of Canadian prestige 
and the severance of Canada from her alle- 
giance with the Mother Country (voices — 
" Never "). Having entered at considerable 
detail upon the commercial and financial 
aspect of this commercial union question, 
Mr. Earle said there bad been a constant 
wail on t lie part of the Opposition on 
account of the distress which they said 
existed from one end of the country to the 
other, but a comparison of the statistics of 
the Province of Ontario with those of the 
States, showed that in no instance did 
the former not lead by a largo percentage in 
the volume of the fanning products— 
whether in stock, implements, products or 
actual value, lie declared that free trade 
would simply mean destruction to Canada, 
and having described the condition of 
affairs here during the days of tho free 
ports, conclusively demonstrated bow, 
under protection, there had been a growth 
and prosperity equal to that of any section 
of the western country. We had not us 
large industrial institutions here as he 
should like to see, but were the present pro- 
tective policy continued, they would in- 
crease in a greater degree, and with much 
more rapidity, in the future. Mr. 
Earle discussed the Chinese (peti- 
tion in a manner that manifestly 
met with the approval of his audience. He 
emphatically declared that he would not 
support a policy of tariff discrimination 
against Great Britain. He concluded a 
most eU'ectivo speech by asking bis hearers 
to support Mr. Prior and himself. Should 
ho be elected with one of the other candi- 
dates he aln.ost thought he should be in- 
clined to stay at borne. He confidently 
trusted that he and Mr. Prior would be re- 
turned by a vote of three to one. Mr. Earlo 
sat down amid immense cheering. 

Hon. Dr. J. S. Helmeken who received 
an immense ovation, followed. His speech 
was brim full of point, his 

references to the national aspect 
of tho case being especially telling 
and being received with the moat intense 
enthusiasm. He asked "Do you want to 
become Americans or remain British, t" 
atentoiia.ii calls of " remain British," boiug 



the response. He added " if wo are not 
British we are nothing," (cheers). To talk 
about changing the Hag ia criminal (bear, 
hear). 'There ia andean be only one Hag for 
ua. That Hag I have always lived under ; 
that Hag I wish to live under, and that Hag 
I wish to die under (immense applause). To 
ask me which Hag I will live under ia 
treason. If anyone wishes to be an Ameri- 
can let him take the first ship and go across 
the Sound, but let him take euro to wipe 
the British dust off his feet, for I want no 
British soil to go thoro (great cheers). 
'Then let him take those infernal oaths, if 
he chooses, but for my part I want none of 
him. (cheers). Those who talk Unrestricted 
Reciprocity know perfectly well what it 
moans, and they have no right to discuss it 
without the permission of Her Majeaty. 
(applause). If anyone will take tho trouble 
to read Farrer's letter, he will find that his 
solo intention ia to induce the American 
government to put the acrewa on the people 
of Canada to enter the Union, to starve 
them into asking to be annexed ; but the 
Americana little know of what material 
British-Canadians are made (applause), 
Thia unrestricted reciprocity business is 
nothing mot e or less thai; a plot (cheers). Dr. 
Helmeken dwelt upon the sensational stories 
which had been circulated in the United 
States as to tho fortifications which were 
being made at Eaquimalt. Per his part be 
had been unable to find them. These lies 
were l aid to the people of the United States 
in order to make tho Americana put up 
fortifications also. Esquimalt wanted no 
fortifications. (Cheers.) The iron ships of 
Great Britain and their men, and tho loyal 
hearts of tho people of British Columbia 
were sufficient defenders of the country and 
of Her Most Gracious Majesty, (prolonged 
cheers.) When loyalty ceased to exist in 
Canada or British Columbia there would be 
no need of fortifications or of anything else. 
The Liberal party wore so liherul that 
they would give to Americana this country, 
which cost them nothing. (Cheer .) But 
were they asked to give up thai which cost 
them something, they would be found to lie 
the smallest people in creation. (Laughter.) 
It bail beon said by some people that Sir 
John Macdonald had no right to bring on 
these elections until the new voters' lists 
were ready. That might be true from their 
point of view ; but when he saw treason 
(cheers) stalking through the laud, and a 
party risinu that was ready and willing to 
turn Canada over to the United States, it 
was his duty to call on tho people to act. 
(Hear, hear. ) His duty was not to allow 
the filing to go on till it became trouble- 
some. (Applause.) It must he re- 
membered that Victoria was not the 
whole of British Columbia. She must 
not expect to gel everything ; all she 
could expect mis a fair share and fair play 
(hear, hear). His friend, Col. Prior, took 
umbrage over the drill shed matter, and in- 
tended to resign, but ho was a soldier and 
did not (cheers). When the bugle sounded, 
and the premier called bia men to arms to 
defend the country, the colonel 
come to the front without lleaitat o i . lid 
said "I will light for my country, and will 
drop these minor iause?. " (Cheers). Would 
,io not have h eu unfaithful had he noi 
eonio forward at thU crisis? (Loud and 
continued cheers). 'Talk about drill sheds ! 
'The di ill shed is here; here the batallions 
have come to drill, and from hero they trill go 
to the polls to re.;ord their votej. (im- 
mense enthusiasm.) 

Tho venerable doctor, amid a perfect tem- 
pest of applause, cdled on bis hearers to bo 
ready, on the 5th, shoulder to shoulder and 
arm lo arm, to march forward aud record 
their votes for their Queen and country. 

Hon. Mr. Pooloy, Mr. Willoughby and 
Mr. A. P. Joyce having delivered soul- 
stirring and most effective addresses, votes 
of thanks were passed to the chairman and 
to Messrs. Prior and EuTe, and, n fter sing- 
ing " God Save the Quoen," the delighted 
and enthusiastic audience dispersed.

Ottawa, Feb. 27.— Trade red rns con- 
tinue to belie the (bit statements that the 
country is going to the dogs. The returns 
for January exceed those of last year by 
over a million dollars. For tho seven 
months ending January 31, last year, the 
increase in exports was $9,000,000. Not 
only is this increase maintained this year, 
but we have added ti> it, making the in- 
creased exports of 1891 over 1880 §9,723,- 
LiTO. It should not bo forgotten, also, that 
the McKinley bill has been in operation 
four months of this year. 'The imports of 
January show an increase of $900,000. 

Major-General Herbert has issued a cir- 
cular pointing out how to guard against tho 
severity of sentences awarded by district 
courts martial. 

A GOVERNMENT VICTORY. 

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 27.- -To day's papers 
admit that the Government has thus far 
the best of tho fight. From all provinces 
most cheering reports continue to he re- 
ceived. The Grit papers do not like the 
advantage gained by the Government, anil 
are resorting to all kinds of misrepresenta- 
tion. 'The Ottawa Kreo Press makes 11 
scurvy attack on Gordon and Mara, saying 
that they will vote with the majority, no 
matter which party iB in power. A dispatch 
from Kingston, to-night, says Sir John's in- 
disposition is not serious ; be ia merely suf- 
fering from a cold.

l'oor lliirortunnles. 

LONDON, Feb, — A scheme to smug- 
gle Russian Jews by wholesale out of thia 
empire for emigration to the United States 
has, according to a Berlin despatch, already 
resulted in bloodshed. ThoRussiun authori- 
ties have been keeping a close watch for 
some time on the frontier of Prussian Sile- 
sia, and the Russian side of the boundary 
ia controlled by bodies of Cossacks, on the 
look out for any who may try to leave Rus- 
sia without permission. A few days ago a 
force of Cossaoks, on the watch opposite the 
town of Myslowitz, in Prussian Silesia, dis- 
covered 305 emigrants crossing the frontier. 
Several of them bad already got within 
Prussian jurisdiction, and were, therefore, 
safe from the Cossacks, but the large ma- 
jority werest ill on tho Russian side of tho line 
when the half savagecavalryoftheCzarcame 
dashing dowo upon them. The emigrants, 
thus brought to a halt on the threshold of 
deliverance, refused lo obey the order to 
turn back, and using any weapon at hand 
made a desperate resistance. 'The Uoss.-cks 
speared them without mercy, and trampled 
them umlor their horses, killing quite a 
number before the remainder yielded and 
allowed themselves to be driven back into 
Russia. The struggle was witnessed by 
many people on the German tido of tho 
line, and they .showed their sympathy for 
the emigrants and their destestations for 
the Cossacks, but did not dare to otherwise 
interfere. The few who got across to Ger- 
many were hospitably entertained at 
Myslowitz. 

In one instance a father who had escaped 
across the line, saw his wife and children 
driven hack, and went hack again himself 
to join them. It was ascertained that all 
the emigrants were destined for Aincric . 

Not Complimentary to Jiermnuy. 

Berlin, Feb. 27. — Emperor William is 
greatly displeased with tho leeont repor 
made by the secretary of the committee on 
naval estates. The secretary on Wednesday 
last waa quoted as declaring it imperative 
that Germany should have a first-class navy 
or none. He said money was necessary, and 
he alarmed the committee by adducing the 
p i sibility of an attack on Germany by 
Franco and Russia. lie made other slate- 
mont3 which In' asked the committee to 
keep secret. It waa believed, however, 
that they related to the method of locking 
the Russian navy in the Baltic while Eng- 
land or Italy were to hold the French navy 
in check in the Mediterranean. It is now 
rumored that as a rcault of these utterances 
tho indiscreet secretary has been called 
upon to resign. 

Farther Facilities Denied. 

Berlin, Feb. 27.— Tho Roicesanzicger 
states that Chancellor Caprivi has declined 
to permit Prince Hohenslohe, governor 
of Alsace-Lorraine, to mitigate any furthor 
stringency of pass-port regulations on the 
fro-.uier, nor to ext. ud in any degree, tho 
facilities aow accorded the inhabitants on 
the frontier. 

Henri I ly Welcomed Hume. 

London, Feb. 27.— Empress Frederick 
' arrived at Dover from Franco at .1 o'clock 
| this afternoon. An immense crowd was at 
' the pier, and greeted her with loud cheers, 
} while the artillery thnndoied forth salvos of 
: welcome. The Empress ras well and in 
: the best of .spirits.

Pauls, Feb. 27.— Empress Frederick left 
Paris this morning; no unpleasant incident 
marked her departure. 'The gravity of the 
the situation, however, can be judged from 
the fact that noting under advice from high 
quarters, the empress changed tho lino of 
her route for fear of being insulted by that 
portion of the populace which bail gradually 
worked itself into the fever heat of rage 
over tho presence of the Imperial visitor in 
Paris. 

Von Minister KcrnllrU. 

Hi' run", Feb, 27.— It is rumored that 
Count VValdersoe will succeed Count Von 
Minister as ambassador at Paris, 

Baulangcr Again Forward. 

London, Feb. 27.— General Boulangor is 
being closely watched at Brussels by both 
the Belgian Government and by agents of 
tho French police. It is known that ho has 
been oiclianging constant telegrams with 
friends in Paris, and it ia believed that he 
and hia followers Imvo hud in mind the 
possibility of stirring up a riot or resurrection 
through t he excitement caused by the pro- 
sonce of the German ex-Empross. A dis- 
[latch from Paris says that the French Gov- 
ernment regards Boulangor as merely n tool 
of tho Count of Paris, and that tjieGeneral's 
income is supposed to come from that 



source. Nothing serious is thought of his 
visit to Brussels, except that h« might cause 
some mischief or slight attempt at rioting. 
His visit is looked upon simply as 
a part of his understanding with tho Royal- 
ists to lose no opportunity to cause troublo 
in the republic. 

Matldlrr Nay Escape. 

London, Feb. 27. — It is believed that tho 
police will have to discharge Sadler, the 
man accused of tho murder of "Carroty 
Nell." One of the most important witnesses 
against Sadler died suddenly tho other day, 
and there is very little testimony on which 
to ask for his commitment. That the 
coroner's jury have failed to implicate him, 
is also a strong argument in hia favor. Tho 
police, however, are still busy on the caso 
to-day, and may possible securo sonio evi- 
dence to sustain their theory that ho is 
guilty of this, anil perhaps other White- 
chapel murders. 

Tlie Empress at Home. 

London, Feb. 27.— Empress Frederick, 
was met in London by the German ambas- 
sador, Count Halzfoldt, and the Prince and 
Princess of Battenberg, who escorted her to 
Windsor, where a guard of honor met and 
escorted her to the Castle. Tho streets 
were thronged, To-morrow tho Queen will 
give a banquet in honor of the Empress; 
Count HalzfeUt and Admiral Galkz are in- 
vited. 

Severe Comment. 

RnELIN, Feb. '27.— The papers comment; 
severely on the inability of France to cheek 
the anti-German agitation. 

Her Action Disapproved, 

London, Feb. 27.— 'The English picas 
generally disprove tho action of Empress 
Frederick, in prolonging her visit to Puris 
and thereby giving an excuse to men like 
DeRouIde to raise the patriotic cry against 
her. Tho opinion is expressed thut she 
ought to have proceeded to England us soon 
as she bad concluded her business with tho 
French artists. At the same time the 
newspapers also condemn those of the French 
artists who denounced tho visit and its 
object for their display of vulgar iuhospita- 
lity. It is known that tho Queen has been 
deeply stirred by her daughter's situation, 
and determined to send one of her house- 
hold to attend on tho Empress on her de- 
parture from Paris, and on tho journey to 
England. 'The general opinion in London 
political circles is that the visit was not a 
judicious move aud may serve to hasten the 
European crisis. 

rrrsK Opinion. 

PARIS, Feb. 27. — Lo Temps, comment- 
ing on the visit of the Empress, says that 
however the policy of Germany towards 
France may have varied, the spirit of tho 
French nation baa been unchanged. Inci- 
dents of the visit do not preclude relations 
of perfect courtesy between the two Gov- 
ernments, nor are those incidents likely to 
disturb the relations of the European situa- 
tion, due to the elimination of Bismarck 
and jCriapi. 

Suffocated liy Smoke. 

London, Feb. 27.— A serious accident is 
reported from Fraace. Pieravaca pine foiw 
est, near Mentone, took liro and an Alpino 
battalion tried to extinguish the fr-uncs. A. 
.sergeant and two privates were suffocated, 
by smoke.

N'kw York, Feb. 27.— Dullness prevails 
i't almost all lines of general trade throughout 
the Canadian dominion, and ia likely to do 
so until after the elect ions. Commercial 
travellers have been called in. The open- 
ing of navigation will improve business 
some. Manitoba wheat is in good export 
demand. The Dominion of Canada reports 
43 failures this week, against 52 last week, 
and 34 this week last year, The total number 
of failures from January 1 to date is -120, 
against 490 for last year.

New York, Feb. 27. — Father Jeremiah

contracted while aiding the injured in tho 
Harlem tunnel disaster lust week. 

To Beach Canadian Hallways. 

Washington, Feb. 27. — Considerable 
pressure is being brought to bear upon tho 
house commerce committee to securo this 
session legislation which will bring Cana- 
dian roads under the jurisdiction of the in- 
terstate commerce law. The present inten- 
tion ia to add this as a clause to the senate 
bill, authorizing limited* pooling, and its 
friends think it can be passed. Chauncey 
M. Depew, president of the New York Cen- 
tral, favors this legislation on the ground 
tnat the present evasion of laws outside of 
the jurisdiction of the United States can bo 
prevented. 

A Lesson to lloomers.

RULES AND OBDBRS. 

Mk. "Brown moved " That in the opinion 
of this House it is advisable that a Com- 
mission should be appointed, under the 
presidency of Mr. Speaker, to revise, dur- 
ing tho recess, the Rules and Orders for the 
conduct of the business of this House." He 
thought that some of the rulings of the 
the present Speaker might be vciy well in- 
corporated in tho report of the Commission. 

Hon. Mk. Roiison gave the member credit 
for having introduced the resolution. The 
tirao had come for a revision in order to 
modify rules at present existing and to pro- 
vide for cases that were continually oc- 
curring. The rules hud been framed for a 
smaller House than the present, and it 
might be necessary to provide, with a larger 
House, for matters that had not at that 
time presented themselves. It was an un- 
satisfactory task to havo to consult May on 
every occasion. 

Hox. Mr. Beavkn concurred, and said 
that he had expected on the re-appointment 
of Mr. Speaker that something in this direc- 
tion would be done. 

Mr. Kberts believed that a coditicatiou 
of the regulations and rulings was necessary. 

The SrEAKKU agreed as to the advisability, 
and asked if it were intended to incur any 
expense. 

Hon. Mr. Bkavkn said this was a mere 
abstract resolution, to he provided for here- 
after. 

Hon. Mr. Robson presumed the work 
would be performed by members of the 
House. 

The motion was adopted. 

speaker's ruling. 

Mr. Speaker gave the following ruling:— 

" I am asked to rule on a point raised by 
the Honourable tbe President of the Coun- 
cil—' Whether a private bill may be sent to 
» Committee of the Whole immediately 
after or on the same day it has been read a 
second time';' Rule 14 of this House re- 
quires that every Public Mill shall be read 
twice in the llouso before committal or 
amendment : and May (9th edition), page 
75S, says: — " Private bills * * * in 
every separate stage, when they come before 
either House, are treated precisely as if they 
were Public Kills. They are read as many 
times, and .similar questions are nut, except 
when any proceeding is specially directed 
by the Standing orders; and the same rules 
of debate and ij..C5~u:o are maintained 
throughout.' Tho tame authority (page 
552) says :—' WbQP a Bill has been read a 
so-nd "me, a question is put- -" That this 
■Kill he committed?" which is rarely op- 
posed, being a mere formal sequel to the 
second reading, not admitting of any 
discussion of the merits of the Bill itself. 
When the question has been argeed to, a 
day is named for the committee. When 
tho order of the day is read in the Commons 
for the House to r esolve itself into a com- 
mittee on the bill, the speaker puts the 
question — ' That I do now leave the chair?'" 
Bourinot, although not an authority in this 
House, ia of value in the elucidation of the 
point raised, as showing the practice of the 
Canadian House of Commons. That author- 
ity (page 5152) says : " When a bill 1ms been 
read a second time (short) by the clerk, the 
next question will be proposed — ' That the 

House go into committee on the bill on 

next, which motion generally passes, nem 
ron., like all such formal motions, though it 
ia quite regular to move an amendment as 
to the time of committal. When the order 
of the day for committee has been reached 
and called in due form, the speaker will p. it 
the question — ' That I do now leave tho 
chair.' " I have no hesitation in ruling that, 
under May. a bill whether public or private, 
cannot be committed except it is on the 
orders of the day for such committal ; that 
it cannot be committed the same day on 
which it has been read a second time ; and 
that the words, ''a mere formal sequel," 
mean the order for committal, for winch a 
day i.-i set, and not the committal of the bill 
i m mediately after the second reading, as 
has been the practice in this House for some 
years when dealing with public lulls. 
CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

Mil. Keith moved, seconded \>y Mr. 
Home, whereas the "Chinese Immigration 
Act of Canada" has proven in a great meas- 
ure beneficial, but in .some respects defec- 
tive, more especially as the oth section per- 
mits vessels to carry one Chinese immigrant 
to any part of Canada for every 50 tons of 
its tonnage; but wo are of opinion that a 
much larger restriction should be in. posed, 
and fewer Chinese carried on each vessel, or 
their importation prohibited. Ami. 
whereas, the 8th section imposes only an 
entrance duty of §50 on every person o' 
Chinese origin entering Canada, when §1(10 
is in our opinion the lowest entrance duty 
that should be charged, if Chinese are al- 
lowed to enter Canada at all; and whereas, 
tho 4th sub-section of the 8th section pro- 
fides that the entrance duty of |50 shall 
not apply to any Chinese person who re- 
sided or was within Canada on January 1, 
188(5; and the 13th section authorizes the is- 
suance of a certificate of leave to depart and 
return to Chinese who wish to leave anil re- 
turn to Canada; but, in our opinion, the en- 
trance duty should apply to all Chinese 
other than those mentioned in sub-sections 
(a) and (b) of section 8, and the issuance of 
tho shove mentioned certificates should be 
entirely abolished, lie it therefore resolved, 
that a respectful address be presented to 
His Honor, tho Lieut. -Governor, requesting 
him to move the Dominion government to 
cause tut; '•(Jhimcno Immigration Act of 
Canada" to be made mure restrictive in the 
manner indicated. " 

Hon. Mi:. Davie moved tin- previous 
question. 

After some discussion as to whether the 
resolution was in order, the provious ques- 
tion was put , and Mr. Keith's motion was 
earned by 18 to 10, as follows:

THE LIBEL LAW. 
On tho motion to adopt the report on the 
bill respecting "Actions for Libel anil 
Slander," 

Hon. Mi:. Davie moved to amend sec- 
tion .""> by inserting in line '-!, between the 
words "publication" and '-the,"" one 
clear day must, be allowed to elapse between 
the cause of action complained of and the 
issue of the writ thereupon, ami." 

HoN. Ml'. BEAVEN stated lint he was 
under ex ictly the sum; impressions as to the 
(Vttornoy-Generftl's intentions with respect 
to this bill, in regard to which that gentle- 
man complained that he had been misre- 
ported. Ho contended tint every news- 
paper editor should be notilled, if he had 
happened to commit a libel, and be given 
i lie opportunity of correcting or apologiz- 



ing. 
Mr. 



Ghaut hold that, in all fair- 



ness, no newspaper should be prosecuted 
without being notified, and then, if he did 
not make reparation, ho would bo liable for 
action. It was very possible to make mis- 
takes, but let not the newspaper proprietor 
be prosecuted until he knew for what ho was 
prosecuted. 

Mil. Cotton said that the Attorney-' I 
oral had brought in t he clause which he nud 
promised to do. What the member for 
Victoria asked for would be much more sat- 
isfactory, but the House had decided other- 
wise, and it was only fair to the Attorney- 
General to say that he had done exactly 
what he had promised to do. 

The amendment was adopted, also ver- 
bal amendments to correct errors which had 
appeared in the Ontario act, and had been 
carried inio this bill. One of them was to 
insert after the words "any candidate" in 
section 5, subsection A, the words "whether 
for a parliamentary or municipal election." 

On motion of Mr. Eherts in section 8, line 
9, the word "and" was substituted for "or" 
so as to read "and that the statements com- 
plained of were published in good faith. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Heaven, an 
amendment was made in the 18th line of 
section 8, to make it read, " unless he satis- 
fies the court judge that the action is 
trivial or frivolous or." (This is the con- 
dition governing the defendant's demand for 
security for costs. ) 

The bill, as amended, was read a third 
time and passed. 

THE IMIARMACEUTIOAL BILL. 

The House went into committee on the 
Pharmaceutical bill, Mr. Hunter in the 
chair. 

Section IS, repealing section ,'i of the 
Poison Act (chapter 05 of the Consolidated 
Acts), together with schedules A and 1! to 
the said act, was thrown out. 

Some discussion ensued as to the owner- 
ship of the prescription, whether it were 
the dispensing chemist or the patient ; and, 
on motion of Mr Smith, it »vas resolved to 
insert a clause that, " every person giving a 
prescription to a qualified person to be 
tilled shall be entitled to get back the origi- 
nal." 

A motion of Hon. Mr. Robson, empower- 
ing the Government to appoint a public 
analyst, was adopted. 

A proposal of Mr. Kellie, to restrain un- 
qualified persons from compounding drugs 
in any part of the province, was withdrawn. 

A section was introduced, on motion of 
Mr. Kberts, to provide that nothing in this 
act shall prevent any duly qualified physi- 
cian or surgeon from carrying on the busi- 
ness of chemist or apothecary. 

It was further provided that the bylaws 
of the association shall be subject to the 
approval of the Lieut. -Governor in council. 

The bill having been passed, the commit- 
tee rose and reported it complete with 
amendments, 

speaker's ruling. 

The Speaker then said "On the 24th 
inst. the Honorable Senior Member for 
Vancouver Gity took exception to a news- 
paper report that a certain Bill had passed 
its second reading without a division, the 
Honorable member contending that, the 
yeas and nays having been called, therefore 
there had been a division. When the point 
was first raised I was ol opinion that it was 
well taken ; but having »ince had acceis to 
May (Oth edition), page 311, 1 find that 1 
was in error. May says : " When each 
party have exclaimed according to their 
opinion, the Speaker endeavors to judge, 
from the loudness and genera! character of 
tho opposing exclamations, which party 
have the majority. As his judgment is 
net final, he expresses bis opinion thus : 
' I think the (contents or) ayes have it ;' or, 
'I think the (not content.) or) noes have it.' 
If the House acquiesce in this decision, the 
question is to be 'resolved in the affirma- 
tive,' or ' negative,' according to the sup- 
posed majority on either side ; hut if the 
party thus declared to be in the minority 
dispute the fact, they say, ' The contents 
(or not contents), the ayes (or noes) have it,' 
as the case may lie ; and the actual minori- 
ties must be counted by means of what is 
termed a division. It is plain, therefore, 
that the mere taking of the 'ayes' and 
' noes ' is not a division ; and I must re- 
verse my previous ruling and decide that 
the second reading of tho School Hill was 
carried without a division." 

It being G o'clock the House rose. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The House resumed at 7:30 p.m. 

Adjourned debate on consideration of re- 
port Mechanics' Lien Law. The bill was 
recommitted, Mr. Keith in the chair. 

Hon. Mi;. Davie moved his amendments, 
which practically reconstituted the hill and 
made it an amendment to the present Lien 
Act. 

Mi:. Brown said the House had accepted 
the principle that the material men should 
be kept out. The proposed amendments 
practically enacted u new bill, but kept the 
present law in force. Workmen now found 
it impossible to get their money as a rule, 
and the act was practically in favor of th« 
material mau. The House would go back 
on its decision if they accepted the amend- 
ments offered by the Attorney-General. 
The workingmen would say it was not the 
act th.- wanted. Tho present act was con- 
demned by the workingmen of li.C,, they 
often loose by throwinc good money after 
bad in endeavoring to make use of it. 
The act proposed to give two justices of 
the peace jurisdiction in thy matter of 
wages. It was beyond the power of the 
House to give two magistrates power in this 
way. If the amendment was accepted 
workmen could not get their money, be- 
cause there was im jurisdiction in the ease. 
Rather than put tins amendment it would 
be better to leave tho present act in force. 
The owner would have to keep hack a large 
percentage for 'JO days. This wiih unjust. 
The contractor might have gone and the un- 
fortunate owner would be left liable. The 
amendment practically asked them to take 
back what they had done, md throw out 
the act proposed by him (Mr. Brown). 

Tho Attorney-General said the prin- 
ciple was the same as that of Mr. Brown's, 
t-i give the laborer u chance to get his 
wages. There was no use in making up a 
long act for that purpose. If a laborer had to 
go to all that trouble, the Lien Act w;>.s 
worse than nothing. He did not think the 
provision in the amendments were unconsti- 
tutional. The Small Debts' Act was, he con- 
sidered, constitutional. It was repealed 
because its provisions were very much 
abused, and the act was unnecessary, on 
account of county court judges being ap- 
pointed. The House had the right in the 
province to create courts of both civil and 
criminal jurisdiction. He very much 
doubted whether a single ease could be pro- 
duccd where workmen had lost their money 
iimler the Lien Act, and he did not think a 
ease could could be produced. 

Mr. Drown said the Attornoy -General's 
one wish and desire was to kill the bill. 
Ho had boen (old befoie be brought the 
Act up that the Attorney-General would do 
his best to crush it. The Attorney-General 
was going to put in a provision which lie 
did not know was constitutional or not. 
He would like to see the material man pro- 
tected, but protecting the working man was 
of the utmost importance, 

A hot discussion followed, the Attorney- 



General withdrew his amendments after the 
first was lost. 

A number of long amendments were put 
in tho bill, and the committee rose, report- 
ing the bill complete with amendments. 

The House then took up tho adjourned 
committee on "Sulo of Tobacco to Minors." 

In committee, re. Sale of Tobueco to 
Minors, 

Mr. Martin moved in amendment, that 
the act should not apply to Chinamen, 
other than those coming from Hong Kong. 
It was loBt amid roars of laughter. 

The committee rose and reported the bill 
complete with amendments. 

Adjourned committee on Bill to Incorpor- 
ate Order of Oblates of Mary Immaculate, 
Mr. Smith in the chair. ' Committee roao 
and reported the bill complete without 
amendments. 

Houho adjourned until Monday.

Tho San Francisco pressure very outspoken 
in their ideas on tho political issues in the 
present Dominion election. They do not 
Mince matters, and like the two Independ- 
ent candidates in Victoria, endeavor to do 
eeive and bulldoze people into the belief 
that white is black. The S. F. News Letter 
in tho extract below, gives expression to 
t he American opinion of the whole question 
—in fact, the opinion of the parties favoring 
"unrestricted reciprocity," if they would 
but toll tho truth 

" Sir John Macdonald, astute old veteran 
politician that he is, rinds his interest in 
appeuling to whatever loyalty exists among 
the Canadian people to the British Throne, 
and begs them to stand by their Queen and 
flag in terms that would seem to indicate 
that a British, rather than a Dominion elec- 
tion, were taking place, liut Sir John 
knows the Canadian people through and 
through, and it need not surprise Americans 
if the masterful way in which he is making 
it appear that his Queen and country's for- 
tunes are linked with his own, should give 
him a renewed lease of power. Yet per- 
sonal interest is, in the end, the strongest 
motive of the human mind, and that 
Laurier and his party are trusting to pull 
them through. They are pointing to the 
prosperity of the United States, and drawing 
vivid pictures of the advantage there would 
be in sharing it. The electors are being told 
that the rightful market for their products 
is to be found among the sixty-five million 
people who are their near neighbors. It is 
being declared that access to that market 
eau be obtained by means of a treaty of 
reciprocity, which it is in the power of 
Laurier, and not Macdonald, to negotiate. 
Of course such a pretense is only one of 
those little election trich that politicians in 
our own country so well understand. 
The United States will never ayain givo the 
British colony of Canada n reciprocity 
treaty. Our interest does not lie that way, 
and the Canadian people would do well to 
reckon with that fact. When we withdrew 
from the old treaty, it was because 
it was doing much to create pros- 
perity and contentment in Canada at our 
expense. If the Dominion desires to return 
to that prosperous condition it can do so, 
hut only through one door. 

Political union is the only boad to 
commercial union that is open to Canada, 
and her people will not be wise if they allow 
Vie politicians in either party to beguile 
them into a different belief for election pur- 
poses. It will be better to stare the truth 
I jumrely in the face and deal with it. If 
Oauada is too British to become American, 
she must paddle her own canoe, and not 
only paddlo it alono so far as we arc con- 
cerned, but be headed np stream against 
wind and tide if possible. We shall, if 
necessary, strengthen the Mr Kinley tarijf 
against her ; we shall continue to shut ouJ her 
life stock by quarantine regulations ; her 
railroads will be denied tho bonded-goods 
privilege; subsidizedshippimi willrunheraffthe 
Pacific ocean ; the now cable to Hawaii will 
alia and the buying 
e surrounding coun- 
tugiheii American com- 
C nida any longer be 
n ; water on both shoul- 
•'.'.V 1 must be deemed to be 
(ujainst us, and, in that case, she should not 
ask for favor', and ceitainly, if public opin- 
ion on this side of i h border i-» a criterion, 
will not. be g i - h 11 ted any. Sir John Mac- 
donald understand* them facts, if other 
Canadian politicians do not, and that is why 
lie proposes in opposition to annexation a 
closer commercial union with England, the 
making of tho Canadiiu Pacific an alterna- 
tive mute to IndU and Australia and the 
building up of the Ibitish Kmpiro in all its 
pa rts. "' 

ji'JlK MAN WITH TWO PLANKS- 

To THE EdituIi: — I observe that Mr. 
Marcbant, in your is>uc of to-day, attempts 
to defend himself against niy statement 
that he ami his colleague had entirely failed 
to show that the " Independents " had any 
policy. If anyone who read my remarks 
had any doubts as to the correctness of my 
opinion on> the subject, he will have had 
those doubt?. removed on reading Mr. Mar- 
chant's reply. He says the " Independents" 
have a policy, and that it consists of two 
planks, viz: (1) Independency in British 
Columbian matters. (1>) Opposition to the 
taritf proposals of the Government. Now, 
Sir, any practical man, acquainted with the 
circumstances, will see that such a platform 
(if platform it can be called) is incapable of 
supporting any policy. Mr. Marchant says 
there are "two broad planks." He will 
find they are so broad that the fierce heat 
of political controversy in the House of 
Commons will speedily warp them so badly 
that they will fail to give the " Independ- 
ents " anything to stand upon. What does 
" Independency in British Columbian mat- 
ters" menu? That we are to have a 
tariff specially arranged for this province 
without any regard to lint rtst of the 
Dominion? Mr. Mn reliant attempts to 
explain what he menus as "local indepen- 
dency " by saying it means building a rev- 
enue cutter here instead of in Scotland ; 
spending money on the harbor ; more 
salaries to Dominion officials, Ac. In short 
everything which implies obtaining from 
the Dominion Government lurger grunts for 
provincial purposes than the Conservative 
members have hitherto obtained. Doubt- 
less, what Mr. Marchant meant to say was, 
that he expected the refusal of himself and 
Mr. Tenipleman to support the Govern- 
ment unless they got from it all they want- 
ed, would lead it to grant their demands. 
How long does any person with any know- 
ledge of matters at Ottawa, suppose these 
two " Independents " would be able to 
maintain their position ? As a speaker said 
at the meeting on Wednesday, they could 
not remain in the middle of the House. 
They must go one way or the other. If 
thoy went with tho Opposition, the 
Government must regard them as opponents. 
If they joined the Conservative ranks, what 
became of their " Independent local plank?" 
Or in what way could they, in tho latter 
case, prove to the electors that they could 
do more than two straight Conservatives? 
The more the matter is examined, the 
more shaky and unreliable Mr. Marchnnt's 
" local independent plank " is found to 

Now let us examine the other plank — op- 
position to the tariff proposals of the Got- 
eminent. It is plainly staled by Sir John 
A. Macdonald that one of the chief reasons 
which led the Government to dissolve par- 
liament ut the present time wus the faei 
that negotiations, looking to more extended 



trado relations with the United States, wore 
likely to take plaee, and the Government 
thereforo, very properly, desiiod to have 
them dealt with by ii parliament, the mem- 
bers of which had just conic from their con- 
stituents. Now, I had supposed, until 1 
read Mr. Marchaul's letter, that he and 
Mr. Templeman were in favor of a change 
in tho direction mentioned by Sir John 
Macdonald. But Mr. Marchant says that 
the aeeond " broad plank " in his platform 
is "opposition to the tariff proposals of the 
Government." Is it possible to find a more 
glaring instance of inconsistency than Mr. 
Marchant presents between his speech and 
his letter? Does he not begin now to see 
himself that to make a stump speech 
bristling with generalities is one thing, and 
to formulate, in cool blond, a businesslike 
proposition and policy thut is likely to meet 
with the approval of the House of Com- 
mons, quite another matter ? 

Utterly unpractical as is Mr. Marchant's 
so-called policy of " two broad planks," his 
attempt (in the same letter in reply to my 
criticisms) to nivo some details of how it 
would work, by way of illustration, is still 
more unfortunate. He says that I ridicule 
his idea that "a larger trado policy would 
enable us to increase our output and sale of 
fruit." Certainly I do, and shall continuo 
to do so until our fruit-growers are able to 
supply tho home demand and stop importa- 
tions from the States. Hut Mr. Marchant 
attempts to defend himself by saying that 
monopolies mean restricted trade and dearer 
machinery, packages and sugar, and these 
in turd make the cost of canning fruit so 
high as to stop exports of this class of goods. 
Here, again, Mr. Marchant's ignorance of ac- 
tual economic factsfnot theories basedjon the 
views whioh found favor with the Manches- 
ter School, forty years ago,) is plainly dis- 
cernible. England exports large quantities 
of confectionery because she has abundance 
of cheap klior, and her immense accumulat- 
ed capital can he obtained at very low rates 
of interes' Cheap sugar, I admit, is one 
item, bu only one, and here, probably 
much to .Mr. Marchant's surprise, he 
will find that Canada is (even with the Na- 
tional policy which worries him) in a far 
better position than the United States. 
To day tin plates are far cheaper here than 
in the States, and I would invite Mr. 
Marchant's attention to the following fig- 
ures as regards the price of sugar. Granu- 
lated sugar in New York is worth OJ cents, 
net cash; in Montreal 6J cents, less '2 k per 
cent, discount. This means a difference of 
1 (if cents per 100 pounds in favor of Mon- 
treal for the cost to the wholesale trade. 
This is the result of the competition be- 
tween Canadian refineries. Anyone who is 
acquainted with the facts knows that the 
refining bnsiness was practically re-estab- 
lished by the National Policy, and I may in- 
stance the case of the great Kedpath refine- 
ries in Montreal, in proof of this. Already 
they are giving our preservers cheaper bu- 
gar than in the United States. With 
cheaper sugar, cheaper tin and cheaper lum- 
ber, why don't we export preserves in large 
quantities '.' Simply because, as I said in 
my former letter, the home consumption is 
larger than tho home supply. These are 
not generalities, such as form Mr. Mar- 
chant's political stock-in-trade, but merely 
facts, and it would take something more 
than "local independence," or "tariff op- 
position" by the "Independents" to change 
this state of things. 

Mr. Marchant attempts, in closing his 
letter, to dodge the issue 1 raised, and to 
make a foolish challenge to Messrs. Prior 
and Eurle to pledge themselves to favor at 
Ottawa free trade relations with Great 
Britain. This, sir, is simply raising another 
proposition not now placed before the elec- 
tors by either the Liberals or Conserva- 
tives. But I shall be pleused to discuss it 
with Mr. Marchant if lie 'will tell me in 
what way he proposes to make a change. 
The poor man has got so excited by his cry 
of "Free Trado" that in talking about 
efforts to increase our exports to Great 
Gritain he fancies he has to contend with a 
McKinley tiriff as he has in the States I 
Does Great Britain impose duties on our 
coal, lumber, fish or grain? Are the freights 
on these commodities raised to a high figure 
because English ship owners and builders 
are loaded down with heavy inposts on the 
materials used in the construction of ships 
or engines? Of course not. Mr. Marchant 
objects to your editorial comment that his 
ideas are "idiotic." I would not say they 
were, but they are evidently put forward by 
u man who is grossly ignorant of the things 
about which he pours forth so fluently these 
"glittering generalities." I think, sir, 
that when tho campaign is over Mr. Mar- 
chant will ho a good deal like the boy 
whoso face was badly kicked by a mule — he 
won't be so pretty but he will know a darn- 
ed sight more. 

In conclusion I would suggest to Mr. 
Marchant that he should substitute for the 
two planks he has at present, the following; 
"Canada for the British," and " Protection 
to home industries." They will form a 
bridge, alike patriotic and practical ; one 
that will preserve our connection with the 
" Old Country," the integrity of the Domin- 
ion, the well-being of the community, and 
the prosperity of the individual. But, to 
put such mutters before tho electors will re- 
quire more knowledge of actual facts and 
conditions than in possessed by Mi. Mar- 
chant at the present time.

it asks for. If its position is improved by 
the change, the public which is to benefit 
by the road, should rejoice. We are cpiite 
sure that the people of the province me 
more than willing to give the company any 
indulgence that will aid in raising Cariboo 
to its old pre-eminence. 



NOT THE HEART BUT THE HE A D. 

The Times in trying to explain away a 
falsehood it bad published respecting the 
action taken in Parliament by Col. Prior, 
with respect to the Japan steamers calling 
at Victora, saj s : — 

" If the Times lied it was tin error of the 
head instead of the heart." 

This trying to distribute blame between 
the heart and the head is a very old trick. 
It is resorted to by hardened tinners, who 
can find no other excuse for their weak- 
nesses and wickednesses. For our part we 
have never been able to draw this distinc- 
tion between the heart and the head. They 
arc both so intimately connected, so inex- 
tricably mixed up that it is quite impossible 
for any one to decide what share each has 
in the commission of any particular offence. 
We .should say, that if there is any vice in 
which the head has a preponderating in- 
fluence, it is that of lying. Liurs, to be 
successful, must be very clever, and it is 
proverbial that they must have good memo- 
ries. Here, like most others who take 
liberties with the truth, the Times is weak. 
It in trying to excuse itself for asserting 
that Col. Prior voted against .Mr. Davie's 
resolution, Bays : 

"The despatches at the time were to that 
effect. And the Times, in common with 
the rest of the people of Victoria, wondered 
and commented adversely on the Colonel's 
attitude, The question now arises, why 
did not the Col., at that time, make the 
explanation he did last night .'" 

The Times forgets that Col. Prior did 
make, nearly two years ago, tho very same 
explanation that ho did in the Victoria 
theatre on Wednesday evening. The ex- 
planation was known tto Victorians ;it tho 
time, and was published in Tin: Colonist. 
The issue of this paper, of May Kith, 1889, 
contains the following article : 

" A correspondent in the Times tries to 
create the impression that Colonel Prior 
shirked the vote on Mr. Davies' amendment 
relative to the China and Japan steamers 
calling at Victoria. Col. Prior did nothing 
of the kind, for the simple reason that no 
vote wtis taken. There is a good doal of 
misunderstanding about this matter. The 
amendment was moved by Mr. Davies, ami 
several members, including Mr. Ward and 
Mr. Prior, spoke upon it. While the debate 
iras going on Mr. Pi for proposed to move 
an amendment to Mr. Davies' amendment, 
but found that the Government would not 
sunport it, and that he would he left its 
only supporter. He then signified his inten- 
tion to Mr. Davies to vide for his 
amendment, which ho certainly would 
have done if there hud been a division upon 
it. But Mr. Laurior, the Loader of the 
Opposition, for some reason or other did not 
ECO lit to press the motion to a division, 
but directed the Speaker to declare it lost 
on division. This is often done when it is 
found inconvenient or impolitic to take a 
vote on a motion which is certain to be 
lost. Our readers therefore too that Col. 
Prior did not shirk the vote on Davits' 
amendment, but, on the contrary, would 
hive voted for it had the opportunity boon 
afforded him." 

This explanation is almost identical with 
that nude by Col. Prior on Wednesday 
uveuing, If our contemporary's heart had 



Tho Argonaut evidently believes that 
thero is a fair prospect of Canada's falling 
into the lap of the United States like a ripe, 
pear. It thinks it probable that the efforts 
of the Liberals to make it ripe for annexa- 
tion will, before very long, be crowned with 
success. It discusses tho advantages and 
disadvantages of the acquisition of Canada 
seriously. The disadvantages are few in its 
opinion, and the advantages arc many. 
The principal advantage which it dilates 
upon is that Canada will be a new and a 
large market for the products of tho fields 
and factories of the United States. The 
live millions of consumers will want a great 
deal which is raised and made in the United 
States and which can lie produced there 
much moro cheaply than they can in Canada. 
English goods being kept out by a high 
tariff, the Americans will have the Cana- 
dian market all to themselves. This is how 
the Argonaut gloats over the prospect of 
Canada, through the exertions of the Cana- 
dian Liberals, becoming part and parcel of 
the United State i : 

"A second objection is that political 
union will enable the Canadian farmers to 
compete with our fanners in our home mar- 
kets. It should not be forgotten, however, 
that they would no longer bo Canadian far- 
mers, and as such would contribute their 
due share towards paying our national debt 
and supporting our national government. 
They would take vast quantities of our 
manufactured goods, thereby giving employ- 
ment to thousands of additional men in our 
factories, and, in consequence, enlarging 
our home markets. As the Canadian win- 
ters are very cold, an excellent market 
would be furnished for our woollen goods, 
and this would help us to keep up the 
price of wool. The summers of Canada be- 
ing intensely hot, our cotton factories would 
be called on to supply large quantities of 
cotton goods, and this would be a benefit 
to the planters of the South. 

'• Tlio Canadians, on account of their cli- 
mate, cannot grow corn to any great ex- 
tent, and a very good market would be fur- 
nished for our surplus corn. As they can- 
not grow any of the fruits that are grown 
in warm latitudes they would have to look 
to us for their supply. Other natural pro- 
ducts might lie mentioned which they can- 
not grow on account of their climate, and 
which we could send to them in large quan- 
tities. It should not be forgotten that, 
although Canada has a population of only 
five millions, it is a country of vast extent, 
which, if under the stars and stripes, would, 
in time, bo capable of supporting fifty mil- 
lions. Our market in Canada would, there- 
fore, become larger every year. It would 
be as wise to try to send Minnesota and 
Dakota adrift for the beuelit of the farmers 
of the rest of the Union, as to strive to pre- 
vent Canada from becoming a part of the 
union, license her farmers would compete 
with those at present in this country. 
Canada would take as much from us as she 
would send to us, if she became part of the 
Union. " 

The Argonuut, the reader sees, has got 
the whole thing down very fine, but it is, 
we are glad to believe, counting its chickens 
before they are batched. Although there 
are some traitors amongst us.it will he a 
long time yet ere Canadians become hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

MORE OJiHTR U( 'T10X. 

The News-Advertiser when discussing the 
Kootenay Railway charters is weakly ob- 
structive. After giving an account of last 
year's attempt to obtain a charter, it goes 
on to stiy : — 

" We are therefore face to face with the 
simple question— is it desirable to authorise 
the construction of roads the primary, if not 
tho sole, object of which is to extend the 
trade between the Kootenay mining district 
with the towns across the boundary line in 
the United States'; That is, shall the trade 
which is anticipated will spring up by the 
development of the minerals of the Koot- 
enay district be diverted to American towns 
ami cities from the cities and towns of Brit- 
ish Columbia? This is really the question 
to decide." 

It will be observed that the Advertiser 
does not present to the public an alternative. 
We would state the position somewhat 
differently. We would say— we an- face to 
face with thu simple question — Is it desir- 
able to authorise the construction of roads 
which will aid in tin' development of the 
rich Kootenay district al once, and transform 
what is now a desolate wilderness into a 
hive of industry, which will be every 
hour of every day adding to the wealth and 
the importance of the province, or shall we 
permit it to remain as it is until if suits t lie 
convenience or the interests of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Company to supply it with 
railway accommodation, 

Wo think that intelligent men, who have 
the interest of the provinco at heart, can 
give hut one answer to this question. bet 
us have the rail ways and the good results 
that cannot but follow their construction., 
without, an hour's needless delay. When 
the roads tire built and the country made: 
productive, trade can be trusted to take 
care of itself. It will follow its natural' 
channels in spile of the devil and Dr. 

Fanstus, 

We can hardly believe that our contcm- 

porary is sincere in raising this bugbear of 
trade diversion. It knows vory well that' 



the first thing that ought to be done is to 
utilize the resources of the country. The 
means which will enable those who desire 
to settle in Kootenay district, to do 
that most quickly and to the 
greatest extent, are the best means. 
It is admitted that the Canadian Pacific is 
not in tho position to do this now. Why then 
not give those who arc willing to undertake 
tho work at once the chance they desire. 
If they fail the Canadian Pacific will be in 
no worse a position than it is now, and if 
they succeed it will be more profitable for 
them to run their road into a busy freight- 
producing country than to penetrate an un- 
settled and almost unexplored country, in 
which their road must create its own busi- 
ness. We are greatly surprised at the ob- 
stinucy and the shortsightedness of the ob- 
structives. National and trade jealousy 
ought not to be allowed to stand in the way 
of the progress of what almost everyone 
says is one of the richest mining regions in 
the world. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Will either of the Independent candidates 
try to tell tho electors what they mean by 
unrestricted reciprocity '! It is very evi- 
dent that the Independent candidates and 
their organ are quite at sea on the subject. 
In Friday's issue of the organ we see the 
following inexplicable sentence : " The 
Colonel forgot to explain that, though unre- 
stricted reciprocity should obtain between 
Canada and the United Statos, it would 
still be po.isible to mention the kind of 
goods that should not he admitted into the 
States free, and the customs officers might 
be stationed ulong the border to see that 
these goods were not smuggled into the 
United States." This is funny. The reci- 
procity is to be unrestricted, yet there are to 
bo restrictions. Some kinds of goods will 
not be allowed to go into tho States free. 
An unrestricted reciprocity which is re- 
stricted, or an unlimited free trade which is 
not free ! Docs the Times "know what it 
is talking about ?'' 

Sill John Mac'DONALD, Sir Charles Top- 
per, Sir Richard Cnrtwright, Mr. Urastus 
Wim in, Mr. Mitt, the New York Tribune, 
the New York Herald, and hundreds of 
other intelligent men and able newspapers, 
say that unrestricted free trade with the 
United States necessarily involves discrimi- 
nation against Great Britain, but Mr. Mar- 
chant says that it does not.

"This nation has not the s ight- 
est notion of allowing Canada to 
open a back door as wide as it 
may pleaso while tariff enact- 
ments by the United States are 
closing the front door against sun- 
dry importations at New York 
and Boston.

Terry and Gardner were 
charged with concealing 500 pounds of 
opium valued at $6,000. Terry escaped to 
Victoria and Gardner stood trial ami was 
acquitted, subsequently being sentenced to 
eight years imprisonment for smuggling in 
New York state." 



Taking the Census. 

On the (ith of April next, the work of the 
census enumerators throughout the Do- 
minion will commence under the direction 
of fourteen chief officers, of whom Mr. <!. 
Sargison has been appointed for British 
Columbia. The chief officers will divide 
the work among commissioners, one for 
each of the Dominion electoral districts, 
and acting under the direction of the com- 
missioners will he the enumerators, All of 
these officers are under oath anil the results 
of their research will place before tho pub- 
lic moKt comprehensive, interesting and 
reliable statistics, not only of population, 
but of resources of all kinds, real estate 
values, and in fact all information necessary 
for showing intelligently the condition of 
the country fiiini en ry standpoint. The 
eight schedules to be filled Olll by thoeillim 
orators contain a total of over IliO quest ions 
-a very simple and yet comprehensive 
list. Although tin. re arc so many quel- 
tions to be answered the work will be com- 



paratively easy wdien undertaken by enum- 
erators who understand it. This province, 
being in part almost inaccessible, will be the 
moit difficult in the Dominion to handle, 
and the work can hardly be completed 
before midsummer. 

Due Care Observed. 

The contractor and workmen employed 
in clearing the ground for the erection of 
the Five Sisters' block, are doing every- 
thing in their power to ensure the sufety 
and convenience of the public. As the 
buildings are taken to pieces, the bricks 
and old lumber are sent to the ground via a 
toboggan slide, so that passers-by need not 
keep a watchful eye on Hying debris.

statute books and enforced. He placed be- 
fore the meeting the following resolution, 
the passage of which would tend toward 
the accomplishment of much needed re- 
forms in the city ; 

Moved by J. II. White, and seconded by T. 
Haughton :— That this meeting is in hearty 
sympathy with the efforts now bolng made fur 
thu restriction of the liquor traffic by tho pas 
sing of a measure in the provincial legislature 
for the closing of saloons from 7 p.m. on Satur- 
day till 7 a.m. on Monday, and between II p.m. 
and 7 a.m. on other days of the week, by the 
strict enforcement of the law with regard to 
the cancelling of business, and by the preven- 
tion of tli • issuo of new licenses, and that this 
meeting pledge its support to the Government, 
the City Council and tho .Moral Reform Asso- 
ciation in every honest attempt to take away 
our reproach, as the I lie only city in the 
Dominion which places no restrictions upon 
tho hours during which liquor may bo sold." 

Rev. Mr. Rugg, in presenting bin resolu- 
tion to the meeting, regretted that Victoria 
had allowed Vancouver and Westminster to 
get ahead of her in enacting proper laws for 
the regulation of the liquor traffic. Was 
Victoria to be the only e:ty in the province 
to neglect her duty in this important mat- 
ter'; The reverend gentleman proceeded to 
quote numerous pamphlets, in proof of his 
statement that the liquor laws of the neigh- 
boring states were superior to those of 
British Columbia. It was true that the 
laws wore grossly violate 1 in Seattle, but 
they were movements in the right way. The 
speaker denied that restrictive liquor laws, 
or moral reform in any form, would keep 
people away from the city. It would in- 
duce thu better quality of immigration, and 
would thus be beneficial. No good citizen 
would deny that it was better to have the 
" blue laws" of righteousness than the pro- 
sent "black laws of shame. 

Mr. T. Haughton, the seconder of the 
motion, thought the time for action had 
arrived ; sixty or seventy saloon men were 
not to dictate the wishes of the entire popu- 
lation. 

The resolution was carried. 

A second resolution was offered by Rev. 
Mr. White and Aid .McKillican "to the 
following effect : " That this meeting is in 
full sympathy with the efforts of the Moral 
Reform Association to secure the enforcing 
of the laws against the social evil, against 
gambling, and for the protection of those 
underage, of both sexes ; and that the 
meeting expect* from the present, council, 
such action as shall secure the faithful and 
impartial execution of these laws by the 
Chief of Police and Imh officers." 

The mover of this resolution explained it 
briefly, dwelling upon the effect upon the 
minds of the young of the recognition of 
immorality at present in existence in this 
city. Aid. McKillican, being one of the 
city Fathers, promised to do all in his power 
at. the council board to stamp out the evils 
referred to. Gambling he especially mado 
war upon, and he remarked, il the officers 
of the city would do their duty gambling 
would bo very materially lessened. Drink- 
ing and gambling went hand in hand, and 
many a week's wages now went over tho 
card tables in this city as soon as earned. 

The third resolution was introduced by 
Rev. Mr. Townsend and Mr. A. ,1. Me Lei - 
lan, and was as follows : "That this meet- 
ing expresses its hearty approval of thu bill 
for the better observance of the Lord's Day, 
now before the legislature, anil authorizes 
the chairman of this meeting to forward 
copies of this resolution to tho Premier and 
to each of the momhors for the City of 
Victoria in the Provincial uarHmnent. 
Both mover an 1 ti icomler epoki up >u their 
resolution forcibly, and it loo was carrion 
ununiuiously. 

On motion of Revs. VVittton and Pi mor 
the platform of the Moral Reform A sock- 
tion was rtddopted by the mooting, which 



promised it every encouragement and sup- 
port. 

An invitation was extended to all present 
to become members of the association, and 
the meeting was brought to a close by the 
secretary, Mr. Pillar, reading the declara- 
tion required from every person seeking 
membership, and which is us follows: — 

"I hereby declare my approval of tho 
platform of this association, and promise 
my support in carrying out its objects." 

Tho meeting having adjourned, many 
signatures wero added to tho rolls of the 
organization,

The Tramway Company Successfully

Last Evening:- 

Tho electric plant c onsiata of two 'A 35 
Thomson-Houston alternating current com- 
positu filled dynamos of 050 lights capacity 
each, and two small continuous dynamos of 
about five h. p. each, these lust two being 
used to excite the field magnets on the 
larger machines. Tho dynamos aro driven 
from a counter shaft, Schiesoos perforated 
belts being used, these belts embody sev- 
eral novel features, and are the fust used in 
B. C. The counter shafting is driven by a 
130 h. p. Corlisa-type engine, made by the 
Albion Iron Works, the shafting is also 
equipped wilh a liill friction coupling, 
thus rendering tlie engine used to operate 
the tramway available for tho operation of 
lights should emergency require it; this 
management renders a " shut down " almost 
impois b e. The switch board is a hand- 
some piece of red wood, which shows oil' to 
advantage tho polished black marble 
switches and other instruments used for 
controling and measuring the current. All 
the most unproved devices have been used 
on this branch, double, full double throw 
gwtti'l o*, which make it possible to throw 
all 1 1 10 lights on to one machine 
hy ■.• single movement, lightning arresters, 
ground derecloro, which will show where 
the "trouble" it located, and the usual 
complement of ampere meters, volt meters, 
Tt'huostata, fuse blocks, etc. The line con- 
struction is of the best ; no trouble or ex- 
pense has boon spared to render tho lines 
strong, durable, ami as little of an eye-sore 
to tho public as possible. Wire of high in- 
sulating qualities lias been used and poles 
erected of sufficient height to carry the 
wire over all telephone, telegraph and other 
Hires, thus eliminating the danger from fall- 
ing telephone and other wires. All branch 
lines are equipped with "junction boxes," 
so tli it, in case of trouble, any branch may 
be cut. out and the trouble repaired without 
inter.cri" ; with the general service. This

A LETTER FROM MR. TEMPLEJIAN. 

To THIS Editor:— I am accused by the 
Colonist of a " barefaced attempt " to de- 
ceive the public in respect to the amount of 
money expended by the Dominion Govern- 
ment for all public purposes in Bri- 
tish Columbia. I stated, at Satur- 
day night's meeting, that tho Dominion 
received from this Province in 1889, 
from customs, inland revenue, post 
office and other sources, the sum of 
$1,260,944, und that the Dominion had ex- 
pended in liritiah Columbia, during the 
same year, for all Dominion purposes 
$698,763, thus showing n. ''loss" to British 
Columbia of $582,181. Your charge is that 
I omitted tho sum of 8212,151.06, which is 
received by the Province us subsidies and 
forms a portion of the revenues of the local 
government.

Among the latest and most improved 
■device i used in this instillation is the 
Thomson Recording Witt meter and the 
Thomson Alternating urc lamp.

They f.l'o have a long life, and are free from 
the blackening from use, so marked in the 
other systems. A most valuable feature of 
this lamp is a half twist given to the car- 
Eton filament, insuring a more even distribu- 
tion of light than is possible .vith the 
straight filament. 

The Tramway company make ti i charge 
'for the renewal of those lamps, which f<ct 
consumers will not bo slow to appreciate. 
The Thomson alternating arc lamo ia a 
lamp of hand-ome appearance and is free 
froei the waving and dickering bo common 
in the ordinary arc lamp. These lamps 
are much smaller than the arch lamps now 
in use, and are particularly well suited for 
istoro lighting. These lamps are the first of 
the kind put out by the Thomson-Houston 
coin pi' ny.

Tn tub Editor : — In summing up the 
amount that has been received by the 
Province from the Dominion neither side 
hits considered the contribution made by 
the Federal Government toward building 
the Island railway. $750,000, or the amount 
expended on the Bsquimalt graving dock, 
nearly a million dollars. Of ibis latter stun 
SL'fiO.IIUO was secured from She Imperial 
Government. Now, both these expendi- 
tures were for the direct benefit of Victoria, 
and have greatly aided in its prosperity. 
The .Albion Iron Works would never have 
been enabled to employ the great number 
of inmi engaged there without the presence 
of the dry dock at Esquimalt. The Island 
(lailw.y, while it has not proved to be the 
factor in our progress that was anticipated, 
has added largely to our trade. Five 
p. r cent on u million and a half would be 
$75,000 per annum. Mr. Tcmpleman should 
add this sum to his calculation. It ia un- 
doubtedly a fact that Victoria should have 
a customs house and postotlicc in keeping 
■with the business transacted, Both build- 
ings were condemned last year by the in- 
spectors, and it is more than probable that 
appropi iations for the. election of suitable 
buildings will be made during the coming 
aeasion.

To the Electors of Victoria 
City and District, 

GENTLEMEN— As promised in my reply to 
your inagnlflocnt requisition asking mo to stand 
for re-election as ono of your representatives in 
the Dominion Ifouso of Commons,! now lay bo- 
foro you my views on the main questions of the 
day affecting this district and tho Domlniorj, 

I will first say that I como boforo you as a 
supporter of Sir John A. Mncdonalil and Ilia 
party. I do so bo?nuso 1 bellero him to be by- 
far tho nblost statosman Canada has, and that 
tho policy lie Is following is tho right one, and 
the only one that can raise Canada to Uio high 
position amongst nations which she is bound to 
take if properly governed. 

Since being a member of tho House of Com- 
mons I liavo seen that it is utterly usoless boing 
an Independent. So long as tho Government of 
tho country is carried on on party lines, so 
long inn ;l a man adhere to either ono sido or 
tho other. An Indopendont member has no 
weight with either party unless tho Govern- 
monto is suatalnod by a very narrow mnjority 
indeed. 

There are of course occasions when minor 
questions affecting a particular district or 
province come np, and on which a member 
fools that he must voto against his party for 
the good of his constituents, but on all strictly 
party questions, affecting tho Dominion as a 
whole, a inomber must bo true to his party. 

I hold that a man should inako up his mind 
before entering political life as to which party 
ho is In sympathy with, and then Btick to 
thorn. If every man was to oonsldor himself 
free to voto as ho might think bo.it at tho 
moment on crery question that camo up, no 
mini, howeror clever a statesman ho might be, 
could carry on a government for a week 

I urn strongly in favor of reciprocity with 
the United States in some natural products, 
such as coal, fish, lunibor and ores, but I am 
deoidodly opposed to unrestricted reoiprocity, 
as I llrmly believo that Canada would then 
again become a slaughter market for tho over- 
production of the American manufacturer, and 
thereby many of our now thriving manufac- 
tories und industries would bo hopele sly 
ruined, carrying distress and poverty to thou- 
sands of our now happy and prosperous 
mechanics and artisans. 

I deprccato tho conduct of tho leaders of 
the Liberal party in lowering tho dignity 
of Canada by Leaning for reciprocity from 'he 
United .States, as thoy havo boon doing lately. 
Let the Americans first show their willingness 
to meet us on a fair basis ; and, If thoy do that, 
I have no doubt that mutual advantages will 
accrue from an7 negotiations undertaken. As 
yet. there is no authority to show that thoy 
have ever shown the slightest disposition to 
open the question at all. Unrestricted re- 
ciprocity wilh the United States woeld neces- 
sarily mean discrimination in tariff against 
England. This the Mother Country would 
never stand, and still continue to give us the 
benoflt of hor protection. 

We must then either abandon the project alto- 
gether, or throw ourselves into tho arms of 
Undo Sam, as we aro not strong enough to 
protect ourselves. Aro you ready to do this i 
I for ono am not, and I trust and believe that 
comparatively few in Canada aro. Tho land in 
Canada la overy bit as good as iu tho United 
States. Hor pcoplo are just as intelligent, in- 
dustrious and independent. Then why not let 
us remain under tho British King that has pro- 
tected us so long, and by our own exertions 
and energy and enterprise build up in lime a 
nation ju-t as great, just 113 powerful, and 
just as wealthy as our southern neighbor. 

I am very much dissatisfied with tho small 
amount of money expended by the Dominion 
Government on Public Works in British 
Columbia and more particularly in Victoria. 
Seeing that this city alono pays considerably 
more than one million, dollars per annum into 
the Dominion Treasury, I think no one can 
deny that wo should get a great deal moro in 
return than wo do. 

1 have endeavored in the prt3t to remedy this, 
hut I am sorry to say with but, partial Burcesj, 
If.howovor.I am again honored with your confi- 
dence I shall ronlinuo even nioro strenuously 
Uinn ever to urge upon tho Government the 
necessity of placing larger sums upon tho esti- 
mates for Victoria. 

Amongst the many improvements urgently 
required I may mention a now Post Oflleo and 
Custom House. Those are badly needed owing 
to the Immense increase in trado and popula- 
tion that his taken place here during Uie past 
few years. A largo expenditure is also needed 
in our harbor. I have repeatedly brought the 
above matters boforo the Government and 
have received assurances which I trust in the 
near future mny bo acted upon. 

I shall, if elected, givo my hearty support to 
the members for Nanalmo and .now Wostmin- 
minster Districts in any endeavor U107 may 
makotohavc more lights, beacons and buoys 
placed on our coast. 

1 Bhnll also continuo to urge upon the Govern- 
ment the paramouut necessity of Uioir insert- 
ing a rlnuso in any chartor given to any subsii- 
ized line of steamers running either to China or 
Australia, making it imperative that they call 
at Victoria on every trip. 

I shall again bring to the notice of tho Gov- 
ornmont the necessity of increasing the pay of 
sonio of the civil servanta in this Pro- 
vince. It is manifestly unfair to pay 
tho samo salaries hero that they do 
In Knstorn Canada, where living is so very 
much cheaper. It is, to my mind, olloring a 
premium on dishonesty and is degrading tho 
public service. It la an insult to ask educated, 
Intelligent men to work for less than a Chinese 
laborer demands. The fact that uinn aro 
found who aro willing to take tho positions, Is 
no argument in its favor. When men aro hard- 
up they will take almost anything in ordor to 
get food for their families, but that is no reason 
why tho Public Treasury should bonollt by 
their misfortunes. 

lam in favor of a subsidy being granted by 
the Dominion to the Victoria, tiaanich and New 
Westminster Hallway Co., and shall, if eloctod, 
continuo to urgo the Govornmont to make a 
substantial grant for that purpose. 

The Chinese question ia ono of gravo 
moment. I shall u«o my boat ondcavors 
lo havo tho anti-Chinese okxuse inserted in all 
charters granted to companies who aro as- 
sisted by subsidies either of lnnd or money 
from tho Dominion Government. If I ho present 
per capita tax is found not to bo Bufilolont to 
stay the ttdo of immigration. 1 shall favor an 
increased tax. 

Behoving that tho Victoria Trades and 
Labor Council is composed of men capable of 
taking a dispassionate view of tho subjeot, and 
who hare a thoroughly practical knowledge 
of the question, and also Hint they directly rop- 
rosent the gr oat, body of men who aro most af 
fectcil by this class of labor, I shall on all occa- 
sions bo very largoly guided by their whiles in 
regard to this subject. 

Tho time has arrived in my opinion when 
tho Dominion Government, should he 
urged to assist in building another dry dock at 
Bsquimalt Hy far tho best place for a new 
dock is alo»8sldo tho proaonl one. Ik can be 
built chopper than anywhere elso, and can be 
run moro oeonomloidly thou elsewhere, ns the 
soino staff and oane cnglnoa und pumps now 



used for the present dock could be utilized for 
tho now ens. I shall use my best efforts to 
havo this matter favorably roportcd upon. 

In eonclusion, allow rae to say that If you 
decide to again plnao mo in tho proud position 
of ono of your representatives, I shall, on all 
occasions, both In and out of the House of Com- 
mons, endeavor to act in Btich a manner as to 
rolled credit on tho constituents, tlio city and 
district which I shall have tho honor to repre- 
sent.

It would asttle the 
vexed Hearing Soa question, the Atlantic fish- 
eries question and other disputes between the 
two nations, for countries allied by commorce 
would Bettlo their international disputes better 
than by a tedious diplomacy. 

Larger approprlntionsjf or public works in the 
province are manifestly necessary. Money 
wisely expended in improving tho harbor of 
Victoria, placing beacon lights and buoys in

MUSiC AND MONEY. 

The Speculative Tendency or Musical 
Composer*. 

In a sharp criticism of the purclj 
raonoy-gotting spirit evinced by many 
writers or music I'rof. I.oiuh Lombard, 
of Uticn, X. V.. has this to say: 

Occasionally, at least, every musician 
Kliotlld play or write what he liltos 
rather than that which ho thinks will 
please or sell. Musical composition is 
too often turned into commercial specu- 
lation. The monoy-ninlcinpr disposition 
of our people, by causing them to con- | 
tiidor the pecuniary before the intrinsic 
value of their art products, is the great- 
est obstacle to their artistic develop- 
ment. 

For the purpose of mone,y-;rettin<j 
some musicians offer almost any 1 ti i iiK". 
however had. Others, more honest than 
wise, persistently try to ram into the 
public's ear compositions that can 
neither be understood nor enjoyed with- 
out a preliminary education, which they 
know full well the public has not bad. 
Commercially, this is soon found to bo 
most unprofitable, and as no artist is de- 
void of a stomach though ho ho the most 
roll nod among men, another course is 
soon followed. The musical missionary 
gives up his post rather than starvo. 
lie no longor attempts to nourish souls 
by tho process used in fattening goesa 
Tor patea >h' fate-gran— tilts held art-cru- 
sader finally falls Into the ranks of dol- 
lar-pickers! 

In the attainment of desirable things, 
extremes should bo avoided. A Nation- 
al musical taste can no more be created 
by Uach'S fugues than by the vapid jingle 
called "popular music." 

Is there no golden mean, one is 
tempted to ask". 1 Must artists stoop te 
people's pockets, or shoot over people's 
licuds? Can they not cultivate the 
taste of their hearers by gradually in- 
troducing a hotter class of music in our 
homes, our schools, our churches and 
our theaters:' In doing so judiciously, 
they would benefit themselves quite as 
much as tho public, for In time, they 
would come t/i be regarded as educators, 
while now they are known only as deal- 
ers in pleasant noise. 

We have many musical temperaments 
that only await the opportunity for de- 
velopment, and our Nation is able to pay 
for the best instructors. What grander 
things too, than our mountains, can- 
yons, caves, forests and rivers could be 
found on earth to inspire composers? 
Ik it not sad that music should be at so 
low an ebb in a country so richly en- 
dowed by nature, and where, in almost 
all other fields, men have attained tho 
greatest results? The blame for this 
deplorable condition of our music lies 
with those musicians — and t heir name is 
legion w ho busy themselves exclusive- 
ly with money-making, to the detri- 
ment of tho art-life of t heir country.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Expenditure of the 
Municipal Revenue lor tho Year 
1891. 

BE IT ENACTED by the Council of Uio Cor- 
poration of Uio City of Victoria, as fol- 
lows : 

1. It shall he lawful for the Finance Com- 
mittee of the said Council to arrange for and 
obtain a credit, by way of overdraft upon 
current account with tho Hank of Iiritish 
North America, to an amount not exceeding in 
tho whole the sum of $150,000, including the 
now existing overdraft, at a rate of interest 
not exceeding six per cent, per annum.

Hank on or before the 31st day of December, 
1891, out of the Municipal Revenue of the said
